It's but ill playing game to a sheriff’s
posse in a jail.yard; it eannol be very exhila-
rating to hold long palavers with the news-
paper reporters: and the ‘‘spiritual adviser,”
good man, is, no doubt, often considered n
portentous bore. Dul ong thing, if supplied
with pen and ink and paper, the moribund
prisoner ean do—he can write letters with a
reasonable mssurance that they will find their
way into the public journals, and achieve for
him a surviving notoriety, howevar short,

We have, in our time, read hundreds of
these valedictory epistles; but we admit that
we have never read anything more curious
than his last letter sent to his father, mother,
brotbers and sisters, by Nicklas, who was
exeented at Little Valley, N. Y., on the 15th
of March. This prodnction is, indeed, a
most singular mixture of pathos and
profanity; there is not wanting the usual
and conventional expressions of a spiritual
comfort and certainty, which good men have
wrastled for years to achieve, and wrestled
in vain; whils every now and then breaks out
the savage instinet of a beast howling for a
revengs of which he has been thwarted. *'Oh,
dearest mother,” writes Nicklas in one
pentence, ‘‘my heart is full of pain and sor-
row these lonely hours of approaching death.”
This 18 promising; but the promise is broken
in the very next lines. *‘But it is not,” the

risoner hurries to add, :‘itis not Sheriff
ooper that is going to take my life; it is —,
the miserable hound of a murderer, dirty
thief, and scandal of humanity, and pretends
to be a Christian man, If he don’t go to -
there will not anybody, the murderer and
lying dog!" Instantly follows:—*Ohb, dear
mother, don’t ory. Don't pnt no sorrow in
your heart for your poor lost son, for he
will soon meet the angels in heaven, and
be saved for ever.” We pauss to ask all
theologians, whether they be dogmatio
or mystic, aud whatever may be the
views which they hold of a future state of ex-
istence, what they consider to ba the precise
value of the faith in his own trinmphant sal-
vation entertained by this dnhappy man? At
best, it seems to be only the coarse, material
faith of the barbarian who promises himself
in the next world a succession of endless and
intensified physical enjoyments—a faith gunite
compatible with every unholy and unclean
assion which candefile the human heart—a
aith which does not comprehend even thesim-
lest eloments of the Christian socheme, Hore
8 & man going out of the world, denouncing
a fellow creature as ‘‘a miserable hound” and
“‘a dirty dog,"” and in the same breath de-
claring that ‘“*he will soon meet the angels in
Heaven, and be saved forever.” If it were
not 8o serious, it would be a little hamorous;
as it is, the comedy is rather grim. We do
not say that it brings the most inspiring and
the dearest of our convictions into disrepute;
but we do say emphatically that it insults
them by a low parody of familiar but revered
formulas, and by the presummption that such
convictions are compatible with the most ig-
noble appetites. *I have saved my soul,”
writes Theodore Nicklas. No doubt, no fear;
none of those lingering distrusts which might
disturb the ultimate moments of the best, *'I
0, he continues, “‘to a world of everlasting
ppiness. * * * BatI want this putin
the papers, that all the people may know
that —— is a dirty thief, * * * I ghall
have to leave this world of sorrow und go
into everlasting happinass. * * * God
will seon take —— out of this world, the
dirty dog." But we are sick of these oita-
tions, If there be blasphemy in them, it is
not onrs, If thers be in them a dreadful
debasement of human nature, the fault may
be attributed to the society which failed to
make this man something better. But if
there be in them, instead of well-grounded
religious faith and rational religious ideas,
instend of the humility which befits a
Christian and the forgivencss of injuries,
without which a Christian eannot be, instead
of all these, only heathenish notions and
vague impressions, and o faith lower than the
lowest skepticism—whose fanlt is it? What
guides led Nicklas into this wiry ditch of
moral sutfoeation ?

Whoever they were, we nre not writing to
consure them, and much less are we inclined
to sneer atthem, The law having advised a
culprit at bar to make his peace with God,
the work of the nnfortunute l'Il-rgy"nn Com-
mences. And what a work he is expected in
a fow ghort weeks to do! e is to makes olean
a sgul begrimed by tho vices of a lifetima,
and full of leprosies acyuired and congenital,
He is to enuse this blind man to see, this deaf
man to hear, these lips upon which curses
are native to utter fervent and hnmble and
effectual prayers. What wonder if, when
these miracles are demanded of him, the man
of God shrinks appulled frow lsbors which
wonld kave appalled the heathen Horenles, if
other than physieal tasks had been assiened
him. What wonder if **the spiritnal adviser”
resorts to conyentionalities; and when there
is no etber hope trusts to Heaven for merey,
oud, 80 fur as Lhis world s goncerned, takos
refuge in stereotyped forms,

It seoms to us thal
thelr evidenoe iN conclusive s ngainst Lhe
evidenco hithoertn lu'.'-nlln_[l.T forwnard on tha
other aide. They allege distinetly that the
Samaria exhibited the regnlar siguals of the
commercinl code, intimating, *'I wish to
communicate,” “engines disabled,” and that
the mnintopgallant sail was lowered—a
well-known signal of distross all the world
over. The Manhattan answored these signals
by setting her eusign, but declined to render
any assistance., Guns were fired from the
Samaria, ond two railing vosscls, at a greater
distance from the stenmer than the Manhnt.
tan, bore down for her—so that it 18 most
improbable that the guns were nol heard, or
the "iglllllﬂ not seen, board the Man-
hattan,

It is imposzsible that n case of this kind ean
bo permitted to rest here. If the caplain of
the Madhattan cannot elear himself, wa do
not see how any respectable company oan

continue to place confidence in him, Con-
dnet of the kind ascribed to him must
not bo tolerated on the high seas. We are

all deploring the disappearauce of the City of
Doston, and it is guite impossible to avoid
the enspicion that she, too, may have been
seon in distress, and barbarounsly left to per-
ish by some captain who cared for nothing
but making a quick voyage. It is to reassnrs
the publioc mind on this point that an inquiry
ought to be held into the churges brought by
the passengers and crew of the Bamaria
against the Maunhattan. The authorities in
England are bound to let us know the whols
truth of the matter, and that without delay.

Contrast the bebavior of one Brilish cap-
tain to another with that of an American
captain towards the DPritish mail steamer
Venezuela, This vessel met with an accident
which makes ns marvel that she remained
afloat a single bhour afterward, but being skil-
fully and gallantly commanded she was kept
above water for some time. In tho midst of
her distress the American steamship Oamilla,
from Palermo for New York, came in sight.
Her captain did not run away as fost as he
could when he was appealed to for assistance,
To be sure he was not in command of a rival
steamer irying to carry the mails at a decent
rate of speed, butl still he might have found
an excuse for refusing help, for the weather
was extremely boisterons, Instead of adopt-
ing this inhuman conrse, he took the pussen-
gers of the Vanezuela on board, and brought
them to New York in safety. The captain
and crew of the British steamship declared
they would stand by their vessel to the last—
and there is too much reason to fear that
they have lost their lives by so doing. They
were brave and faithful men, avd if they
have perished their fate will awnlen sympath
and regret wherever the story of it 1s heard.
B We are approaching the season of the year
when many thousands of Americans travel in
foreign stemmships, It is of great conse-
quence that we should nuderstand whether
the policy is henceforth to be adopted of
passing unheeded vessels in distress, If so,
it will not be of much use for any ship in
peril to keep in the beaten track, Wae prefer
to hope that the cases we have recently heard
of are only exceptions, and will be regarded
ratlier in the light of a warning than an ex-
ample by the great body of seafaring men,

General Sherman’s letter in regard to Mr,
Logan's bill compares the moneys which he
received at the time he was commanding
Mr. Logan, and a hundred thousand other
better and worse men, with the salary of the
Duke of Wellington's secretary. Thence
General Sherman infers the ingratitude of
repulblics,

The inference is illegitimate. Has Gene-
ral Sherman forgotien the tokems of the
nation's gratitude to Grant? Are houses in
all the chief cities of the republic mothing ?
Are horses without number nothing? Are
a wilderness of honorary saddles and an in-
finitude of gratuitous boots, are free rides
and free dinners, are perpetnal cigars not
to be reckoned, that we should be twitted
with neglecting our benefactor and turn-
ing our supernonuated Belisariuses out to
heg ¢

But perhaps we may find it in our minds
to forgive General Sherman. seeing that he
lives in Washington and not in New York,
Uertainly there is no other city in the world
where the pecuniary rewards of public ser-
vice are so numerons and so rich as here
under the sway of universsl suffrage. Take
Tweed. When that great man first offered
himself for the sufrages of his fellow-citizens
he was deepin debt, Notwithstanding this
drawback and the further fact that the direct
income of the places which he has filled is
barely sufficient for a comfortable mainte-
nance, Mr, T'weed relied upon the generosity
and right feeling of his fellow-citizens to
make good to him the losses which he sus-
tained by devoting himsslf to their service
instead of his private emolnment, He scorned
to count the cost when the commonwealth
demunded bisdevotion, The event has proved
that hie has not trusted in vain,

Mr. Tweed's native modesty shrinks from
bluzoning abroad the exuot extent of his pre-
sent wealth, or the exact means by which it
was aoquired, His sensitive soul revolis even
at the partinl publicity of the income list,
We nre tossed upon the bonndless ocean of
conjecture, But we do kunow from his own
reluctant lips that this publie servant, who
entered the publie service a bankrapt, has
become, by an entire abundonment of him.
salfl to the public good, “‘one of the largest
taxpayers in New York.”" His inflnence is co-
extensive with bis cash. The docile Legisla-
ture gits ut his feet, as Saul at the feet of Cia-
waliel, und waits, in reverent inactivity, for
Lis signal before prooceeding to nction,

Are we to ignore 80 shining an example of
the gratitude of republics? Does not Mr.
Tweea's palace in town, Mr, Tweed's villa in
the conutry, Mr., Tweod's sumptuous stables,
pud My, Tweed's numerons stud, as plainly
show forth the gratitude of New York to jts
Tweed a8 does Blenheim the gratitnde of
England to Marlborongh, or Strathfieldsaye
to Wellington?

It is true that these substantial tributes to

the vietnes and gening of Mr, Twosd were
not mads oyer to him with the formal pomp
with whicgh British bonoors were paid to
British bepefactors. DBut it is incontestabls
thut they wers equally derived from his
constitueney,  The exael manner of the ops-
ration we cannot in all onses know, We only
know that Mr, Tweed's strictly officisl remu-
neration ir absnrdlv inadequate for the main-
tenance of Mr. Uweed's personal glories.
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Wo are left to imagine how grateful constitn
ants, overcomn by their [Iselings, falling
upon the neck of Pwoed, surreptitionsly in
port chooks for vast amonnts in his waisteoal
pockets, We are driven to hypothecate de
pttations of the taxpayers of New York wait.
ing upon Mr. Tweed with the title-desds of
mansions and pedigrees of horses, and the
shrinking violet Tweed bogging them to pae-
don his rosy blushes, and for his sake to
forbear making public montion of their net,
Upon no other snpposilion is it possible to ne-
count for the rapid and astonlshing growth of
Twoed,

Thore ia another pretended explanation of
the phenowenon of Tweed, but we mention

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REPUBLICANS OF
JUSTIFIED,

The Republicans of Delaware have in the
present situation of affairs anew proof of that
which none of them shonld ever dare to doubt
—mnamely, that a just principle, earnestly
advoceated, is sure to trinmph,

When the Republican Convention of this
State, at Dover, in April, 1868, adopted a
resolntion ealling for the amendiment of the
National Constitution, by such mensure as
wonld “‘secure impartinl suffrage throughout
the republie,” it was a step boldly and reso-
lutely token, in advance of the general pro-
gress not only of the people at large but
aven of the Republican party. It was a step
of no ordinary character for a “‘border State”
to take. In so radical a proposition we
were almost alone, with Maryland. Even
Massachusetts, at her convention of that year,
sat under the conservative inflnence of men
like Richard Henry Dana, Jr., and gave
no word of endorsement to the demand
which had been made for a constitutional
amendment, Worse still, at the National
Convention at Chiongo the platform framed
placed its heel, as if pnrposely, npon all such
propositions, and declared, with an incon-
sistent absurdity that stamped the name of
political unfaithfulness on its face, that while
the gunarantes of sullragze must be maintained
in the lately rebellious States, in those that
ware loyal, the question *‘belonged” to the
people of each, separately. The representa-
tive of Delaware on the committes that
framed this resolution (Hon, N, I3, Bmithers)
raised no voica against this most scandalous
departure from the broad ground of prinei-
ple, and the action of our State stood, in the
presence of the National Convention, as
thongh rebuked and silenced,

But, as we have already snid, thore oan be
no permanent repression to the ocause of jus-
tice. The work commenced in Delaware
scarcely pansed by this untimely interruplion.
When Congress met,its first care was to frame
and propose just such an amendment as the
““Third Dover Resolution” had plead for, se-
curing impartial sufl'rage everywhere in the
pation. Late in the session it was passed by
both houses, with the requisite two-thirds
mnjority, and when the President came to de-
liver his brief but most comprehensive inan-
gural address, he entertained the hope and
expressed the desire that the suffrage ques-
tion might now be settled, forever, on the
basis of justice, by the ratification of the
proposed amendment,

Thus was the movement mado na¥ional,
and placed first by Congress, and then by the
Executive Department of the Government,
within the scope of the declared purposes of
the Republican party. 'The radical action of
Delaware was mot only sanctioned but
adopted, snd written on the banners under
which thres millions of American voters
marched. The seed sown by our Delaware
Convention bad sprung so soon, in Apite of
the unfriendly storms of Obicago, into so
great a treo that the whole party were will-
ing to eome heneath its branches. This, wa
gay again, not because of Delaware's influ-
ance ns a State, but becanss the position we
took was the true one. We had stripped the
political situation of that time, and dared to
speak of it as it really was, Our *“*Third Re-
solution' was the truth boldly spoken, and
Lence it kas trinmphed.

In the light of to-day, with this great
measure of enfranchisement approved by
thirty States of the Union, we have taken
the eccasion to thus rejoice. Not only Con-
gress and the President, but every Republi-
can Commonwealth, has joined in approval of
the amendment, Novor were any seb of men
move fully justified by time and the progress
of great events than the Republicans of Dela-
ware. They took the fleld first; they nover
left it; they find now their early plan of
setion, then denonnced as rash and prems-
ture, not only adopted by their party, and
not ouly accomplished a5 a fact, but written
forever on the broad page of the republic's
Constitution, and regarded by a great nation
with pride and joyful approval. Thus does
the poodoess of God sanction and erown
with snccess the eoffort in behalf of Jus-
tice and Trath, no mytter from what sonros
it comes,

This is intended to help Governor Jewell,
Now, let Gtovernor English, in his own behalf,
countercheck this movement of the Republi-
cans by issuing a proclamation congratulating
the negroes of Connecticut upon their admis-
sion to the ballot-box. It will secure his elec-
tion, and make him a prominent candidate
for the Presideney. Ho may thus take the
wind out of Senator Hendricks® gails, who, in
his New Orleans speech, showed that he is
trimming his canvas to cateh 900,000 nigger
votes,

There is no time for delay. If Governor
English hesitates, let Messrs. Eaton and
Burr of Hartford, Mr. Walker of New Lon-
don, the eloquent Demoeratic eandidate for
Secratary of State, and Mr. 1. L. Parmeles of
New Haven, a man of first.rate common
sense, bring him to the scratch at once. If
Governor English will do this, his congratu-
lations of the great Tweed, at Albany, on
Monday, will be returned by Big Six in per-
son on Tuesday next.

WE GIVE IT UP.
From the Cleveland Leader,

For the past month we have studied the
daily Associated Press reports, we have pored
over the World, the Cilizon, the Tribune,
the Brooklyn Koegle, and the Albany Journal
to keep pace with the political situation of
New Yoik. We have heard of rings being
smashed, of Tweed being sent to his eountry
seat to rusticate, we have seen the World and
the ('itizen strike bands, and declare that all
rings must, should be, and in fact had been
eternully erushbed. Dictionaries had been
searched and letters of inquiry written to
find out precisely what was implied by *‘silk-
stocking Democracy,” *‘cheese-press and hay-
loft Democracy,” ‘‘rough-and-ready Demo-
eracy,” and all the other varieties. Just as it
appeared that the rings were valiantly
smashed, and everything was lovely, there
comes the news that the hay loft and cheese
press faction uniting with the dastardly Re-
yublicans have given the rest of them a

Vaterloo defeat, but upon what gquestion, or
with what result, we doubt if any sane man
west of Albany ean explain,

To add to the confusion, New York is now
running on her seventh charter within three
weeks, Every man in the :\lllllt!f Assembly
seerns frantie to immortalize himself by
giving the great metropolis a charter from his
own pen.  Three new charters in one day is
a light yield, and the crop often reaches o
dozen. The only parallel to this legislative
Kilkenny fight is to be at present found in
Cincinuati, where five newspapers are strug-
gling through daily columns of brevier to de-
monstrate which has the largest ciroulation,
who gets the sheriff’s printing, who wrote the
“‘Red Haired Maiden of the Big Miami,” and
whether the Hepublicans, the Democrats, the
Independents, the Reformers, the Indepen-
dent Reformers, or the ‘‘ring” should be
sllowed to elect members of the Board of
Education and control the city printing and
paving contracts. All this may be very fine
for Cincipnati and New York, but for the
outside barbarians who read newspapers from
